Just at present when much is being said with 
regard to the failure of the older political 
organizations to reflect the wishes and to 
meet the views of the people, there is forced 
upon the minds of careful observers and 
thoughtful students of current events the 
question whether any of the new parties pro- 
posed, judged by the policies for which they 
are said to stand, may be regayded as satis- 
factory substitutes. It well tray be, of course, 
that they have not been fylly and fairly represented by those who 
have taken the responsibility of speaking for them, but, assuming 
that their general aims have been intelligently set forth, it must occur 
to the average man and woman, if not to the average child, that they 
are inclined to take altogether too lugubrious a view of the past, too 
doleful a view of the present and too melancholy a view of the future. 

If we permit ourselves to be carried away by the eloquence of 
some of those who are demanding a speedy and complete change, we 
are likely to fall into a mood in which it will be impossible to see that 
any progress has been made up to this time, or that there is anything 
like fair prospect of progress in the future. Most of the demands for 
an overturning of existing conditions are based, indeed, on the doc- 
trine that the world has been going backward rather than forward 
of late, and that this must continue so long as we have respect and 
admiration and reverence for the words and works of those who 
have preceded us. 

Now, as a matter of fact, some marvelous things had been 
accomplished for humanity before this generation appeared on the 
scene. In a thousand respects we are living in a new world. In all 
history there never was a period in which ideas making for the 
advancement of mankind were more numerous or more welcome. 
In all history there never has been a time when the claims of equal 
rights and justice for all were more forcibly put forward or more 
universally recognized. 

It is very true that things are far from being altogether. right 
even yet. It will be years before men will have learned to be 
entirely just toward their fellowmen, before the common weal shall 
take precedence of the selfish desires of the individual. But the 
world has taken long strides in the right direction, is taking long 
strides in the right direction today. 

If we are to have new parties, one of them, at least, should 
make the propagation of good cheer the first plank in its platform. 
Too much of a tendency toward the dismal is out of all accord with 
the times. If the generality of people are not as comfortable and 
happy as they should be, they are, at least, far more comfortable 
and happy than they used to be. Their condition, moreover, is not 
going to be improved by those who take a despairing or a fearful 
view of the future. 

Contentment with what we have gained simply because we 
have gained it is not to be thought of. The onward movement 
must continue, and changes are inevitable. But let us not fall into 
the error of supposing that we of this age are pioneers in human 
progress. We are simply following the trail that others have blazed. 
and if the records might be searched it would be found that though 
the long line of fighters for human opportunity and human freedom 
that has gone before has left the marks of bleeding hands and feet 
along the pathway, no note of hopelessness has ever issued from 
its ranks. 


Do We 
Need a 
Cheer-Up 


IF NEUTRALIZATION of the Panama canal means the same thing 
for the high seas and prevention of war everywhere, as suggested 
at the Belgian inter-parliamentary peace conference, that step would 
appear to be in order as soon as possible. 


Mucu has been said in the English as well 
as in the American newspapers § and 
magazines lately with regard to. the 
“restlessness” of farmers in this country and 
Canada. The impression that American and 
Canadian farmers are disposed to be 
discontented, unsettled, inclined to roam, has _| 
grown out of the migratory movement of | 
recent years toward the new northwestern || 
states and the prairie provinces. I[n the 
discussion that has ensued, former migrations, of course, have been 
dwelt upon, and if the movement from New England and New 
York across the eastern mountain ranges, into Ohio and Indiana, 
over the Mississippi and the Missouri, out upon the plains and 
finally to the other side of the Rockies, be viewed for the purpose 
of finding support for the theory that the American farmer is 
restless, or if the movement from Quebec and Ontario toward thie 
Red River of the North and beyond is viewed with the purpose 
of showing that the Canadian farmer is a dissatisfied being, it 
must be conceded that appearances are strongly against both. 

But it should be borne in mind, first of all, that, in reality, 
only a small percentage of the farmers in either country have 
‘picked up and moved,’ and that a still smaller percentage have 
been drawn from the original settlers at any time. The movers 
in the main have been those among whom the original farms have 
been divided and subdivided as sons and daughters have married 
and have claimed their share of the paternal acres. The impelling 
motive for migrating has been, as a rule, not a desire for change 
but rather a desire for more and better land. 

In the movement toward the American Northwest and the 
Canadian west, which is still going on, thousands of farmers in the 
two countries have been induced to sell out the old places because 
these would bring enough to provide farms in the new country 
for all the members of the family, and leave a sufficient amount for 
comfortable working capital besides. The Indiana, Illinois, Missouri 
or Iowa farmer, with three or four sons and 160 acres of land 
to divide among them, after making provision for his wife and 
daughters, has seen in the Northwest and in the Canadian prairie 
provinces an opportunity of turning his middle western holding to 
better account than he possibly could by clinging to it. No matter 
how disinclined he may have been to sever old ties, and no matter 
how indisposed he may have been to turn his back on the old 
homestead, he has done both unselfishly, and for the good of the 
family.

in Germany. The history of the Nobel prize 
was given in The Christian Science Monitor 
some little time ago, and as was then pointed 
out, this prize is given to that person who 
is considered to have done most in the cause 
of peace. The last recipient of the Nobel prize was ex-President 
Roosevelt. There is no keener soldier than Emperor William, 
yet he has maintained peace during the twenty-two years of his 
reign, in spite of the fact that he is at the head of a great and 
thoroughly trained army. This fact alone, it is considered by some, 
would entitle his majesty to the peace prize; others, on the other 
hand, are afraid lest, in accepting the award, his majesty would 
be set down as desirous of having “peace at any price, and this 
they declare would not be in keeping with the spirit of a German 
soldier. 

It is said that “prevention is better than cure,” and, since the 
days of fighting more or less for fighting’s sake have long since 
passed, it may surely be said that the best statesman or soldier 1s 
not he who fights most battles, but he who does most to prevent 
the necessity of doing so. The most casual reader of the news 
of the day during the past few years will not have failed to learn 
that these sentiments have been frequently expressed by his majesty, 
for on more than one occasion he has declared publicly that it is 
his highest ambition to do all in his power to maintain the peace 
of Europe, and it may certainly be said, therefore, that in declaring 
Emperor William to be the next most worthy recipient of the 
prize, the highest possible compliment would be paid to his majesty 
as well as indirectly to those statesmen working under him, and 
to the country whose welfare they have done so much to promote.

parts of those machines that jointly produce 
successful flight? Who could tell offhand 
that ailerons, or fins, are supplementary surfaces at the extremities 
of the main planes; that the angle of ineidence, increased, causes 
ascent, and, decreased, makes the flier drop; that the camber of 
the ribs is the curvature given them like that of,a motor car spring 
or a rod: that the chassis contains the engine and seat of the aviator ; 
that the side curtains, found between the main planes, give 
resistance to lateral motion and are sometimes fitted. to a biplane

How could any one but an experiénced aviator know that the
